silk handkerchief and car* fully tucked 
them away In his girdle — nobody no- 
ticed this; why should they? Ho seas 
only a servant tn attendance upon his

Kor did anybody pay special atten- 
tion to th* fact that he seemed to b* 
on very good term# with "Dead-Ey*," 
that he talked with him and smoked 
with him nearly all th- way down nnd
